and, this being s0, tho obviots remedy. would 
appear to be theis extermination or at least their 
exclusion from human habitations. The destrug- 
tion of rats is being prosecuted at the rato of 
aime 1,000 per week, which is satisfactory so far 
as it goes; but the committee, in making - this 
recommendation, were of opinion that the work 
should in the meantime be sapplemented by 
measures which would prevent their egress 
from drains. Itis, I believe, genorally adwiitéd 
that the disease makes its first apposrauce 
amongst the drain and storm-water rats, and it 
is-a fact, verified by dye-witnesses, that playue- 
ptricken rats leave-the diains and enter domestjo 
dwellings. From personal observation I can 
steto that in certain ‘coolia-houses plugne did 
not oxist until the appearances of rats, and 
that the first victims, where several man ‘slept 
in one room, consisted of those whoxe beds were 
nearest the dead boily of the rat. “The com- 
mittee therofore thought that if rata eould bo 
provented from ontering dwollings from drains 
it would boo great point gained in our battle 
agatnet plague, ond might also assist in oxter- 
minating them altogethor, as it is reasonable to 
assume they would inoculate one another, 
Objection: no doubt will be mado to the 
fixing of nettwork over streot gullies, and wo 
shall be told it. will interfero with the 
free entrance of storm water;but difficulties 
such as ihis are not insnrmountable, and in 
view of, the universal and overwhelming evid- 
ence against the rat asa medium of infection,
